W ashington. March 13.- B> a vote 
of 7 to 4 th e senate com m ittee on isth 
mi&n eauals has decided to report the 
H epburn bill providing tor the con 
st ruction of an isthm ian canal via th e 
N icarag uan route. 
T he action of the com m ittee cam e 
a lte r a brief report by S e n a to r Mor­ 
gan, c h a irm a n of the com m ittee, d e ­ 
tailing th e result of a conference wit Ii 
S ecretary H ay as to the sta tu s of dip

S ta te s and Colombia concerning 
the P a n a m a ro ute and th a t tho new 
m in ister from Colombia had not even 
presented his credentials; b u t th a t on 
th e o th er hand the re p re se n tativ es of 
th is country and those of N icaragua 
and Costa R ica had been in co nsu lta­ 
tion and had agreed upon practically 
all the points to he covered in con­ 
cession treaties, nothing really being 
left in th a t connection but to put the 
a g re em e n ts in writing. 
H e said th a t

could ask to aid in th e construction 
of a canal, and that am ong these con­ 
cessions is one for perpetual right of 
way.

Washington. March 13 - By a vote 
of 7 to 4 the senate committee on isth 
mian canals has decided to report the 
Hepburn bill providing for the con 
struct ion of an Isthmian canal via the 
Nicaraguan route. 
The action of the committee came 
after a brief report by Senator Mor­ 
gan. chairman of the committee, de­ 
tailing the result of a conference with 
Secretary Hay as to the status of dtp 
lomatic negotiations with the Central 
American republics 
concerning 
the 
canal. 
He stated that the secretary 
had tbld him that there are no nego­ 
tiations in progress between the Unit­ 
ed States .and. Colombia concerning 
the Panama route and that the new 
minister from Colombia had not even 
presented his credentials; but that on 
the other hand the representatives of 
thia country and those of Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica had been in consulta­ 
tion and had agreed upon practically 
all the polats to be covered In con- 
cession treaties, nothing really Iteing 
left in that connection hut to put the 
agreements la writing. 
He said that 
the governments of those countries 
had manifested a disposition tu make 
all the concessions the United States 
could ask to aid in the construction 
of a canal, and that among these con 
cessions is one for perpetual right of 
way. 
When the recitation of the report 
had been completed Senator Hanna 
suggested that probably the Colom­ 
bian minister had been detained by 
untoward circumstances and proposed 
that action by the committee should 
tie delayed until an opportunity could 
be had to 
Ascertain Colombia's Position. 
This suggestion mot with a strong 
protest from the frisada of the Nic­ 
aragua route and 
Senator Mitchell 
moved to report the Hepburn bill aa 
It passed the house. 
Senator

tredge moved to amend by postponing 
action until next Monday, but his mo­ 
tion was voted down. 
Senator Mitchell’s motion was car­ 
ried by the same vote, reversed. Some 
of the members of the committee wore 
absent, but aa their positions were un­ 
derstood their votes dere counted.

Lath 
are in short supply and some grades 
of siding are almost unobtainable. 
Values are held very firm on all de­ 
scriptions, and there is no weakness 
in the list any where. One local mill 
will start saw ing operations Monday, 
but this will not relieve the situation 
materially. 
It will probably be a 
fortnight before the regular local 
sawing SMUftm commences, and if the 
consumption continues as active as 
at present the famine in lumber will 
be more pronounced at the end of 
that period than it is today. 
From present indications general 
sawing operations will commence 
much earlier this season than in for­ 
mer years. 
A conservative view is 
that the mills will be running from 
one to two weeks tie fore the usual 
starting time. As a rule sawing does 
not commence before the last of April 
or May I. Thin year the milis will 
tie running full blast by the second 
week of April.

are due to their work. 
Five bodies have been found in the 
river since the first of the year.

Bennett woman was a rre s te d Munday 
on huh pinion of being connected with 
the m urder of Benjamin Pearson, one 
of the five known victims. Bim denies 
being guilty of this crime, but admits 
that one of the gang of which she in 
a m em ber discussed the commission of 
the deed. On the strength of her con­ 
fession a white man, "Punch" Prim, 
and a negro woman, ‘ Mary

have been arrested. All of them have

“Wife made it,” responded Kane, 
with his mouth equally full. 
Then Rogers was struck by an in­ 
spiration. 
He remembered that Mr. 
Harris bad invited some friends to 
have luncheon with him in the office 
the next day, and he planned a sur­ 
prise for them. 
“ Do you think that your wife would 
make a pie like that for me tomorrow 
if I would send the {Hurter up for It?” 
he ventured. 
“Sure she would,” replied Kane, who 
was proud to have his wife s cooking 
appreciated. 
Aud so it was arranged. 
Tho next 
day there was spread a lunch table in 
that office, with a big gorgeous lemon 
pie as the centerpiece, and gathered 
around it were John W. Gates, J. P. 
Harris, George F. Randolph, now con­ 
nected with the Baltimore and Ohio; 
L N. Hueston. a Chicago capitalist, 
and T. P. Shouts, president of Hie In­ 
diana. Iowa and Illinois railroad. 
All of the other food was slighted, 
aud those at the table exhibited a will­ 
ingness to reach the pie stag© as early 
as possible. 
It was a (urge pie, and it 
looked good, and there was plenty of

By agreement it was divided Into 
five pieces and proceedings continued. 
“Just like mother used to make,” 
said Mr. Gates, who was the first to 
speak. 
“We must do soiss’thiug to immortal­ 
ise this pie aud tile maker,” was the 
comment of Mr. Shoots. 
There was a repetition of the lunch­ 
eon the next day. and tliere was anoth­ 
er pie. 
Then the four gentlemen In­ 
structed Mr. Rogers to buy IOO shares 
of Northern Pacific stock, for which 
they stood responsible, ami turn the 
profits over to Mrs. Kane.

Had the hundred share 
lot been beld for the top figure there 
would have been a profit for “A. G. 
Py m a cher” of $88,075, less the broker’s 
commission.

Senate 
Committee 
on 
immigration 
Adopt* the Mitchell-Kahn Measure. 
Washington, March 13.—The senate 
committee on immigration has agreed 
to report the Chinese exclusion bill 
known as the Mitchell-Kahn measure. 
It is substantially the same as the 
modified bill submitted by the Pacific 
coast committee, only a few verbal 
corrections having 
been made. 
A 
point which occasioned much consid- 
sration by the committee was whether 
or not Chinese should be excluded 
from the Philippines, or whether the 
whole proposition should be left to the 
Philippine commission. 
The commit­ 
tee agreed to retain the provision of 
absolute exclusion, taking the ground 
that the United States wanted to re­ 
tain the Philippines for the Filipinos, 
and that the latter were as much op­ 
posed to the admission of Chinese as 
were the Americans. 
Another section 
of the bill about which the committee 
debated at length was that, excluding 
Chinese sailors from ships of Ameri­ 
can register. 
This provision also was 
retained in the bill, but with a pro­ 
viso to the effect that in case of acci­ 
dent, stress of weather, or serious ill­ 
ness, the captain of a vessel may ship 
a Chinese crew upon the voyage upon 
which he may have entered. 
The provision regarding the priv­ 
ilege of transit of Chinese across the 
United States is changed in phrase­ 
ology, but remains 
practically the 
same in effect. There also are verbal 
changes In the provision concerning 
the detention of Chinese who seek en­ 
try at American ports. 
Aiding in the 
escape of Chinese held in detention is 
made a felony punishable both by fine 
and imprisonment. 
A new provision 
applies the exclusion provisions of the 
bill to Chinese who enter as 
m er­ 
chants. students and the like and who 
become laborers.

New 
York. During the days when the New 
York stock market seemed to have 
gone craxy Mr. Harris* office was oc­ 
cupied every Afternoon by a number 
of gentlemen from the west whose in­ 
terests were common. Employed there 
then was J. E. Kune, a telegraph op­ 
erator. whose duty It was to keep a 
close watch of the market and post the 
speculators on every turn. 
When the 
excitement was at its height Kane 
was told to take his Itmcbeon at the 
Waldorf-Astoria and have it charged 
to his employer, who was desirous that 
he should be out of the office as short 
a time as possible.

TO 
EXCLUDE 
CHINESE. 


Senate Committee on 
Immigration 
Adopt* tn# MitcheH-Kahn Measure. 
Washington. March 11—The senate 
committee on immigration has agreed 
to report the Chinese exclusion hill 
known as tha Mitchell-Kahn mensure. 
It la substantially the same as tha 
modified bill submitted by the Pacific 
coast committee, only a few verbal 
corrections having 
been made. 
A 
point which occasioned much consid­ 
eration by the committee was whether 
sr not Chinese should 
excluded 
from the Philippines, or whether the 
whole proposition should be left to the 
Philippine commission. 
The commit­ 
tee agreed to retain the provision of 
absolute exclusion, taking the ground 
that the United States wanted to re­ 
tain the Philippines for the Filipinos, 
and that th© latter were as much oi>- 
posed to the admission of Chinese as 
were the Americans. Another section 
of the bill about which the committee 
debated at length was that excluding 
Chinese sailors from ships of Ameri­ 
can register. This provision also was 
retained In the hill, hut with a pro­ 
viso to the effect that in case of acci­ 
dent, stress of weather, or serloua Ill­ 
ness. the captain of a vessel may ship 
a Chinen© crew upon the voyage upon 
which he may have entered. 
The provision regarding the priv­ 
ilege of transit of Chinese across the 
United States is changed In phrase­ 
ology, but remains 
practically the 
same In effect. There also are verbal 
changes In the provision concerning 
the detention of Chines© who seek en­ 
try at American ports. Aiding in the 
escape of Chinese held In detention Is 
made a felony punishable both by fine 
and Imprisonment. 
A new provision 
applies the exclusion provisions of the 
hill to Chinese who enter as 
mer­ 
chants. students and the like aad who 
become laborers. 


FAVOR 
SUBSIDY 
BILL. 


Ssnators McCumbsr and Dsptw De­ 
liver Addresses 
Washington. March 13.—Again the 
•hip subsidy hill occupied practically 
the entire time of the senate. 
Mr. 
McCumber (N. D.j presented a care-

ully prepared argument In which as 
k representative of 
an agricultural 
state he favored the bill on the ground 
of its protective features. 
Mr. Depew IN. Y.J, one of the mem 
bers of the committee on commerce, 
delivered an elaborate speech tn which 
he analysed the argument* made both 
for and against the position to pay 
subsidie* to the shipping 
industry. 
Both as an argument and as an ora­ 
torical effort the speech was brilliant 
and waa listened to attentively by 
senators and throngs In the galleries. 
His peroration, in which he pictured 
In glowing language the results of the 
operation of the bill, elicited hearty 
applause from the galleries. 
A few bills were passed. Including 
one providing for the redemption of 
Hawaiian silver coins and the substi­ 
tution therefor of 
Amertcaa silver 
coins.
